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FOEEIOED 


The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of 
a  nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  tne  United  States  Department  of  .Agriculture.     The  year  1'339  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  tiie  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  a  historical 
nature  end  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  "been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizavions ,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considera.ble  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  dccuments  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  projects  Administration  Supervisor  or  .Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects o     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.  Official 
Project  665-72-3"36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  3^-l-  and  36. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete 0

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laTA  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  WOODFURY  COUNTY 


The  sonthem  tier  of  townships  in  Woodbury  County  at  one  time  belonged 
to  Benton  County  end  the  remainder  to  the  county  of  Su.chanano     By  an   act  of 
the  Iowa  Legislatii.re  on  January  15,  1851,  it  was  established  as  a  separate 
political  unit  and  named  ?[ahk:awo    An  act  approved  January  12,  1853,  provided 
for  the  organization  of  the  county  and  the  same  day  another  act  provided  for 
the  change  of  the  name  of  the  county  to  Woodburyo  1/    The  name  w&s  in  honor 
of  Judge  Levi  Woodbury  of  the  United  States  Supreme'  Court, 

Early  in  1848,  one  year  after  the  Indian  title  to  this  part  of  Iowa  was 
extinguished,  a  single,  adventurous  pioneer,  'William  Thompson,  made  his  way 
up  the  Jlissouri  Yalley  and  settled  at  Floyd's  Bluff,  vdthin  what  is  now  Wood- 
bury County o    Here  he  opened  a  trading  post  with  the  Indians  and  laid  out  a 
town  which  he  named  Thonipsonville .    After  Wahkaw  County  was  established  this 
place  becaTD.e  the  seat  of  government,  but  being  poorly  situated  it  was  aban- 
doned in  a  few  years o     Tlieophile  Brugnier,  a  Frenchnan  with  an  Indian  wife 
built  a  cabin  near  the  mouth  of  the  Big  Sioux  in  1849  and  Robert  Perry,  a 
virell  educated  but  eccentric  man  from  7fashington,  D«  C,  settled  in  the  same 
year  near  a  creek  where  Sioux  City  now  stands  •  liis  name  was  given  to  the  creek© 

In  1853,  soon  after  the  organization  of  the  county,  the  county-seat  was 
located  at  Floj^d's  Bluff,     In  1854-,  Jo  K.  Cook,  a  Governiaent  Contractor,  came 
with  a  party  and  bought  claims    in  the  vicinity  where  Sious;.  City  now  stands  and 
the  town  was  platted  that  year.     By  1856  the  new  tcwn.  was  growing  so  rapidly— 
its  population  then  was  150--that  a  vote  was  taken  and  the  county-seat  rema'' ed 
to  Sioux  City  where  a  United  States  Land  Office  had  been  established  in  1855« 


Other  settlements  were  soon  made  set  Cor :^ectionville ,  Smithland,  Sergeant 
Bluff    (located  six  miles  south  of  Sioux  City  and  which  became  a  threatening 
rival  of  that  place ,)  and  many  smaller  towns  that  did  not  survive  the  fierce 
compet'j  l;ion  of  townsiten  in  those  days.     The  first  railroad  vras  the  Sioux 
City  and  Pacific  which  wcs  completed  to  Sioux  City  in  1868,  2/ 

This  county  yras  the  center  of  the  Farm  Holiday  movement  in  1332-33,  a 
protest  against  the  foreclosure  and  sale  of  farms  and  the  lowr  prices  of  farm 
products.     Severe  strikes  occurred  in  Sioux  Cl'by  and  truckers  in  some  cases 
were  severely  handled,  3/ 

Area 

7J"oodbury  County  is  864  square  miles  in  area  and  contains  552,960  acres©  4/ 
Of  this  number  532,261  acres  are  listed  as  farm  lands,  5/    There  are  24  toim- 
ships  coinciding  with  the  Congressional  Tcmships  excepting  those  on  the  west 
which  have  the  Missouri  River  for  their  v^estern  boundary.     It  ranks  third  in 
point  of  size  in  the  State,

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Soils 

The  soils  of  'Toodbury  Comity  havo  beon  grouped  into  four  classes  accord- 
ing to  their  origin  and  locations  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp 
and  hottom-lando     The  drift  soils  comprise  7,2  per  cent  of  the  entire  surface 
and  are  divided  into  Carrington  silt  loam— -5,1  per  cent,  and  Carrington  loam, 
steep  phase— 2ol  per  cento     The  loess  soils  cover  61«0  per  cent  of  the  area 
of  the  county  and  aj.-e  divided  into  the  Marshall  silt  loajn--58o4-  per  cent,  and 
the  Knox  silt  loam->-2<,6  per  cent.    The  terrace  soils  take  up  4,1  per  cent  of 
the  surface  and  are  divided  into  the  Waukesha  silt  loam->-3o8  per  oent^  and  the 
0 'He ill  loam— Oo3  per  cent.     The  swamp  and  bottom-land  soils  cover  27*7  per 
cent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  the  Lamoure  clay-- 9o4  per  cent,  Lamoure 
clay  loam.— '5o8  per  eent*  Wabash  silt  loam  and  "Tabash  silt  loam — colluvial 
phase--?, 3  per  cent,  Wabash  sllty  clay  loam— Ool  per  cent,  alluvial  soils  — 
undif f erontiated-'-l,5  per  cent,  Cass  loam,  Cass  silt^/-  loam  and  Cass  fine  sandy 
loam-"lo5  per  cent,  the  Sarpy  clay  loam-- 0«C  loer  cent,  and  the  Sarpy  fine  sand 
~-0ol  per  cento  'oj'  ■ 

Topography 

There  are  three  distinct  topographic  divisions  in  Woodbury  Count;.^,  The 
first  consists  of  the  upland  plains  at  an  elevation  of  about  300  foot  above 
the  J'lissouri  River.     The  streams  havo  cut  through  this  plain  mai'ing  deep  val- 
leys and  the  surface  of  the  plain,  therefore,  presents  a  hilly  or  strongly 
rolling  ap'ioarance.     The  tops  of  these  ridges  are  round  and  the  slopes  are 
generalljr  smooth  with  very  level  areas  of  upland. 

The  second  division  includes  the  bluffs  along  the  Missouri  River  and  a 
short  distance  along  the  Big  Sioux  River.     Tbeso  bluffs  are  from  200  to  300 
feet  high.     In  the  northern  part  of  the  county  they  are  about  4  miles  from  the 
rivorj  near  Sioux  City  they  border  the  stream,  .for  a  short  distance  and  grad- 
ully  recede  until  at  the  southern  border  of  the  county  they  are  about  15  miles 
inland.    Deep  .ravines  with  sharp  ridges  have  been  cut  thorough  those  bluffs  by 
the  streams « 

The  third  division  is  the  bottom-land  "olf'-ij^  along  the  rivers,  'generally?" 
about  20  .feet  above  the  low  level  of  the  ri\rer  I'lut  ustially  above  ovorflovf.  The 
surface  is  smooth  with  only  an  occasional  roughness  occasioned  by  the  shifting 
of  the  channel.     The  drainage  of  the  county  is  effected  entirely  by  the  Missouri 
River  and  its  tributaries,  IJ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  the  41  years  be-byireen  1889  and  1930  was  48 
degrees',  the  average  precipitation  for  the  73  yea^rs  be'b/j-een  1857  and  1930  in 
this  county  was  26.57  inches,  and  the  growing  season  averaged  161  days  between 
the  dates  of  the  killing  frosts  of  April  r:6  and  October  4'.,  recorded  from  1888 
to  1930,  8_/

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Population 

The  population  of  ?foodl)nry  County  did  not  shovj- much  groTTfch  until  the 
railroad  oar;ie  in  1863'  the  five  year  period  from  1865  to  1870  showed  an  in- 
crease from  1,29:6  to  6,172  and  from  that  time  f onward  there  has  never  been 
any  recession  •.'fith  the  exception  of  1895  when  the  mimbor  of  inhabitants 
dropped  10,000,  however,  this  loss  was  made  up  in  the  next  decade.  There 
are  118  people  "per  square  mile  as  compared  with  the  state  density  of  44o 
The  follovdng  table  shows  the     ten  year  Federal  enumerations:

As  a  whole,  they  had  1,323  members  of  which  1,578  were  active,  and 
4,725  persons  did  business    mth  the  nine  concerns  o     The  selling  cooperatives 
had  a  business  volume  of  >fl,212,682  and  purchasing  coopertitives  did  ^139, 614 
worth  of  business*

Apples  were  of  very  little  consequence  ixntil  after  1900,     The  Federal 
Census  report  for  1910  showed  65,887  apple  trees  with  a  production  of 
91 J 170  bushels  for  1909o    However,  this  was  reduced  to  18,001  trees  and  a 
production  of  11,690  bushels  in  1934,     The  same  condition  prevails  with

Note  regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  ass.jssors'  statistical  breakdoxm  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  corrij,   (?)  corn  husked  for  grain^,   (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)  corn 
cut  for  fodder    and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.    -A  total  production  is  given  for  each 
farm  vrhich  includes  only  that  actually  husked©     In  getting  county  totcjls  of 
production  the  ocrcage  other  than  that  husked  is  nultiplied  by  the  yield 
(derived  by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and 
added  to  suromations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.  This 
assumes  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  Scxrae  yield  as  that 
actually  husked* 

In  1934  and  1936;,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  state  ossessors'  office  bo- 
cause  it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best 
acreages  for  hufTting  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest^,  which  would  have  a  differ- 
ent Lxnd  lower  yield o     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  m.ultipliod 
by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  ths.t  reported  as  huskodo 

This  vms  done  by  counties  only  and  net  by  townshinso     The  twnship 
yields  for  these  tvro  j/'cars  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  oil 
acreage  liusked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked,  onlyo     The  total  corn  acreage 
is  shown  by  tdvmslilp  with  this  yield  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the 
acreage  shovm  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure. 
The  county  summary  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1D36  have  been 
adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  m.ay 
legitimately  bo  multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total 
productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tovmship  productions  may  be  derived  from 
the  yield  and  acreage  figures  shovm  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been 
assumed  to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations o     The  county  yield  and  township 
yields  are  therefore  c(*nsistont  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936.
